TRAIN GOES OVER EMBANKMENT.,

Serious Accident on the Pittsburg and
Lnke Erie.

Passenger train No. 23, northbound, on
the Pittsburg and Lake Erie, was wrecked
at Monaca, twenty-six miles from Pitts-
burg last evening. Two persons were kill-
ed, three fatally Injured and forty others
more or less hurt.

The wrecked train left Pittsburg for
Cleveland at 3:20 p.m., and was composed
of two baggage carg, two day coaches and
one parler car, In charge of Conductor F.
L. Murray, and carried between 125 and
150 passengers.

From passengers it Is learned that the
train, while going at very fast speed, ran
into an open switch at Monaca, and the
entire train went over an embankment
twenty-five feet high. Every car was
turned over, two of them going over
twice.

Fireman Cunningham, when taken from
the wreck, was found to be horribly erush-
ed. His death must have been instantane-
ous.

As soon as the news of the wreck reach-
ed Pittsburg Superintendent Yohe summon-
ed a corps of physicians and took them to
the scene on a special relief train. This
train returned here with the dead and a
number of the injured, when another train
was at once dispatched to Monaca.

SERIOUS CONDITIONS IN GUAM.

People Threatened With Famine—Dis-
order Among Marines,

A dispatch from Manila, under date of
yesterday, says: The schooner Esmeralda,
whi¢th has just arrived here from Guam,
brings confirmation of the distressing re-
ports in circulation regarding the condi-
tions prevalling in that island. The new
tariff stops trade, and it asserted the peo-
ple will starve unless they receive govern-
ment support.

Because of the theft of a barrel of
whisky from the hospital stores, and ow-
ing to his Inability to discover the offend-
ers, Commander Bchroeder, the gov-
ernor of Guam, issued a proclamation la-
menting the prevalence of hoodlumism. On
account of the punitive and disciplinary
measures adopted, seventy-five marines
fled from the barracks and hid in the In-
terior of the island. Seventy-two of these
